bal memory where he ought to think 
clearly. 
I am moved to m ake these rem arks; 
because exam ination is approaching,! 
and it w ill not 
consist 
of 
m emory J 
teats where thinking .s necessary. 
It 
is not so much W HAT they do, a's I 
HOW they do it. 
That is why I urge j 
the duty of subjects, reasoning, and I 
the constant appication of the kn ow -1 
I lcdu*- gained, more than mere rope-, 
I tition and im agination. 
Just here, I want to say, that much , 
home study by children, too often r e -1 
suits rn m em orizing things they do i 
not understand, and too much help-1- j 
so much carrying them that they do 
not learn to stand alone. 
This leaves out of consideration the 
additional fact that growing children 
need rest and relaxation, and that par­ 
ents and teachers should not m ove ex­ 
cessive dem ands on them. 
! 
I want to add, that I 
would 
not 
hitch a young colt to a heavy log-wag- 
on, nor a young child to heavy school 
work. 
In either case arrested devel­ 
opment results som ew here along (he 
line, anil, in either case, load or team 
will alm ost invariably be left behind 
som ewhere. 
In bringing about 
these 
changes 
which I consider to be for the best 
interests of the schools, I ant trying to 
make m yself felt, rather than seen. 
I am trying to ce to every teacher 
a courteous and considerate director, 
rather than an exacting taskm aster. 
The teachers are responding nobly, 
and the schools are imprm ing. 
In tho further im provem ent of the 
schools, and curing ailm ents duo in 
a largo m easure hi causes which I
